APPENDIX 1. 


Physical condition for admission to the Prinoe of Wales's Military College, Dehra Dun. 

1. To he passed as fit for admission to the Prince oi Wales’s Military College, a 
candidate must he in good mental and bodily health, and free from any physical delect 
likely to interfere with the efficient performance of glilitary duty. 

9 2. A standard for height and chest measurement and physical development cannot 

he laid down, but the candidate should not be below the nverag© for his age and rare. 

«*i. The candidate’s height will he measured as follows: — 

Hj; will he , placed against the standard with his feet together, and the weight, 
thrown on the heeds and not on tlfe toes or outer sides of the loot. He will stand 
erect, without rigidity ^ind with the heels, calves, buttocks and shoulders touching the 
standard; the cliin will he depressed to bring the vertex of the head level under the 
horizontal bar, and the height will Ik? recorded in inches and parts of an meh to 
quarters. 

4. The candidate’s chest will 1 a? measured as follows: — 

He will he made to stand erect with his feet together, and to raise his arms over 
his head. The tape will be so adjusted round the chest that its upper edge touches, 
the inferior angles of the shoulder-blades behind, and its "lower edge the upper part 
of the nipples in front. The arms will then he lowered to hang loosely by the side, 
and care \vill he taken that the shoulders are uot thrown upwards or backwards ho as to 
displace' the tape. The candidate will then he directed to take a deep inspiration 
several times, and the maximum expansion of the chest will he careiully noted The 
minimum and maximum will then be recorded. In recording the measurements, 
fractions of less than half an inch should not he rioted. 

5. The candidate, will also be weighed, and Ins weight recorded in pounds. Frac- 
tions of a pound should not bo noted. 

6. The examination for determining the acuteneHs of vision includes two tests, one 
for distant, the otiier for near vision. The Snellen’s type should ho used for the tost, 
for distiyit vision, without glasses at a distance of 20 feet, and for the test tor near 
vision without glasses, at any distance selected by the candidate. The standards of 
the minimum acuteness of vision with which a candidate will he considered fit are. — 


Better eyo. Worse eye. 

Distant vision — V-6/6. Distant vision not below 0/60. 

After correction with glasses not below 0/18. 
Near vision reads 0 6. * Near ’vision reads 0’6 


Each eye must have a full field of vision as tested by hand movements. 

Squint or any morbid condition of the eyes or of the lid of either eye liable to the 
risk of aggravation or recurrence will cause rejection of the candidate. 

Each eye will be examined separately. The candidate will he required to road the 
tests in ordinary daylight. • 

Inability to distinguish ^the principal colours will not he regarded as cause for 
rejection but the fact will be noted ip the proceedings and the candidate informed. 

N6 relaxation of the standard of vision will be allowed. 


1. The following additional points will then he observed: — 

(a) .That his. hearing is good. (The ears should bo examined internally with an 

auroscope.) 

(b) That his speech is without impediment. 

(c) -That his teeth are in good order. Ho must have 10 sound teeth in the uj»per 

jaw functionally opposed to 10 sound teeth in the lower jaw. Two of these 
teeth in each jaw must be molars. Well filled teeth will he considered as 
sound. 

(d) That his chest is well formed and that his lungs and heart are sound. 

(e) That ho is not ruptured. 

(/) That ho does not suffer from a severe degree of varicocele* or varicose veins. 
A candidate who has been successfully operated on will be accepted.

APPENDIX I. 

Physical condition for admission to the Prince of Wales's Military College, Dehra Dun. 

1. To be passed as fit for admission to the Prince of Wales’s Military College, a 
candidate must be in good mental and bodily health, and free from any physical detect 
likely to interfere with the efficient performance of military duty. 

2. A standard for height, and chest measurement and physical development cannot 
he laid down, hut the candidate should not he below the average for his ago and race. 

3 Tho candidate’s height will he measured as follows: — 

He will he placed against the standard with his feet together, and the weight 
thrown on the heels and not cm the toes or outer sides of the feet. Ho will stand 
erect, without rigidity and with the heels, calves, buttocks and shoulders touching the 
standard; the chill will depressed to bring the vertex of the head level under the 

horizontal bar, and the height will be recorded in inches and parts of an inch to 

quarters. 

4. The candidate’s chest will he measured ns follows: — 

He will he made to stand erect with Ins feet together, and to raise his arms over 

his head. The tape will he so adjusted round the chest that its upper edge touches 

the inferior angles of the shoulder-blades behind, and its low«r edge the upper part 
of the nipples in front. The arms will then lie lowered to hang loosely by the side, 
and care will. he taken that the shoulders are not thrown upwards or backwards so as to 
displace the tape. The candidate will then be directed to take a deep inspiration 
several times, and the maximum expansion of the chest will be carefully noted. The 
minimum and muximum will then be recorded. In recording the measurements, 
fractions of less than half an inch should not he noted. 

5. The candidate will also be weighed, and his weight recorded in pounds Frac- 
tions of a pound should not be noted. 

6. The examination for determining the acuteness of vision includes two tests; one 
for distant, tho other for near vision. The Snellen’s .type should be used for tho tost 
for distant vision, without glasses at a distance of 20 feot, and for tho test for near 
vision withmit glasses, at any distance selected hy the candidate. The standards of 
the minimum acuteness of vision with which a candidate will he considered fit arc: - - 


Better eye. Worse eye. 

Distant vision — V-6/6. Distant vision not below 6/ Of). 

After correction with glasses not below 0/18. 
Near vision reads 0‘6. • Near vision reads 0 6 


Each eye must have a full field of vision as tested by hand movements. 

Squint or any morbid condition of tho eyes or of tho lid of either eye liable to the 
risk of aggravation or recurrence will cause rejection of the candidate. 

Each eye will ho examined separately. The candidate will he required to read the 
tests in ordinary daylight. % 

Inability to distinguish the,, principal colours will not be regarded as cause for 
rejection but the fact will be noted in the proceedings and the candidate informed. 

No relaxation of the standard of vision will bo allowed.

aid. and to other matters affected by the said Convention. 

Bi u enacted by Parliament as follows: — 

1. Short title and commencement. — (I) This* Act may be called the Indian 
Merchant Shipping (Amendment) Act, 1953. 

13) It shall come into force on such date as the Central Government may, 
notification in the Official Gazette, appoint 

2. Substitution of certain expressions for certain other expressions in Act 
\\I of 1923. — In the Indian Merchant Shipping Act, 1923 (hereinafter referred

(a) in Part V and in clause ()) ol section 2X0, for the words ‘wiriless 
telegraphy inspectors’ and ‘wireless telegraphy inspector’ wherever 
they occur, the words ‘radio inspectors’ and ‘radio inspector’ shall, 
respectively, be substituted;

Lines, 1930* wherever they occur, the words ‘Load Line Con- 
vention’ shall be substituted;

of Life at Sea signed* in London on the 31st day of May, 1929 *' 
wherever they occur, the words ‘Safety Convention’ shall be 
substituted;

(//) a country to which it has been so declared that the Load l ine 
Convention has been applied under the provisions of article 
twenty-one thereof, not being a country to which it has been w 
declared that that Convention has ceased to apply under the 
provisions of that article; 
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(/,) ‘country to which the Safety Convention applies’ means- 


d) a country the Government of which has been declared under section 
213B to have accepted the Safety Convention and has not been 
so declared to have denounced that Convention; 


in) a territory to which it has been so declared that the Safety Conven- 
' tion extends, not being a territory to which it has been so declared 
that that Convention has ceased to extend; 


(t) ‘Load Line Convention’ means the Convention signed in London on 
the fifth day of July, nineteen hundred and thirty, for promoting 
safety of life and property at sea, as amended from time to time: 

( t /) ‘Safety Convention’ means the Convention for the Safety of Life at 
Sea, signed in London on the tenth day of June, nineteen hundred 
and forty-eight, as amended from time to time.” 


7. Insertion of new section 213B in Act XXI of 1923. — After section 213A 
of the principal Act, the following section shall be inserted, namely: — 

”2 1 3B. Countries to which Load Line Convention or Sajety Convention 
applies - -( 7 ) The Central Government, if satisfied, — 

(a) that the Government of any country has accepted or denounced the 
Load Line Convention or, as the case may be, the Safety Con- 
vention; or 

(/>) that the Load Line Convention or, as the case may be, the Safety 
Convention extends, or has ceased to extend to any territory; 


mav. by notification in the Official Gazette, make a declaration to that effect. 

( - ) Any declaration made by or on behalf of the Central Government before 
the commencement of the Indian Merchant Shipping (Amendment) Act, 1953, 
m any form whatsoever, that the Government of any country has accepted or 
denounced the Load Line Convention or that the said Convention extends or 
has ceased to extend to any territory shall be deemed to have been made under 
sub-section (7).” 


8. Amendment of sections 214 and 216, Act XXI of 1923. — In sub- 
section (!) of section 214 and in section 216 of the principal Act, after the 
word “lights” the words “and shapes” shall be inserted. 


9. Amendment of section 216A, Act XXI of 1923. — In section 216A of 
the principal Act, after sub-section (7), the following sub-section shall be 
inserted, namely: — 


“(7A) Without prejudice to the generality of the foregoing provision, such 
rules may provide for all or any of the following matters, namely: — 

(a) the arranging of ships into classes, having regard to the services in 

which they are employed, to the nature and duration of the voyage 
and to the number of persons carried;

ACT, 1953. 

[26th May, 195d.\ 

An Act to amend the Industries (Development and Regulation) Act, 1951. 
Bf it enacted by Parliament as follows : — 

1. Short title and commencement. — (/) This Act may be called the Indus- 
ies (Development and Regulation) Amendment Act, 1953. 

(2) It shall come into force on such date as the Central Government may, by 
otifieation in the Official Gazette, appoint. 

2. Amendment of section 3, Act LXV of 1951. — In section 3 of the 
ndustries (Development and Regulation) Act, 195 1 (hereinafter referred to as 
ic principal Act), — 

(/) after clause ( b ), the following clause shall be inserted, namely : — 

“(/>/>) ‘existing industrial undertaking’ means — 

(a) in the case of an industrial undertaking pertaining to any of the 

industries specified in the First Schedule as originally enacted, 
an industrial undertaking which was in existence on the commence- 
ment of this Act or for the establishment of which eflective steps 
had been taken before such commencement, and 

(b) in the case of an industrial undertaking pertaining to any of the 

industries added to the First Schedule by an amendment thereof, 
an industrial undertaking which is in existence on the coming 
into force of such amendment or for the establishment of which 
effective steps had been taken before the coming into force of such 
amendment ; 

(//) after clause (d), the following clause shall be inserted, namely : — 

"(dd) ‘new article’, in relation to an industrial undertaking which is regis- 
tered or in respect of which a licence or permission has been issued

person or class of persons and in such circumstances as may be 
specified in the order ; 

(<*) for regulating or prohibiting any class of commercial or financial 
transactions relating to such article or class thereof which in the 
opinion of the authority making the order are, or if unregulated are 
likely to be, detrimental to public interest ; 

(/) for requiring persons engaged in the distribution and trade and com- . 
mercc in any such article or class thereof to mark the articles 
exposed or intended for sale with the sale price or to exhibit at some 
easily accessible place on the premises the price-lists of articles held 
for sale and also to similarly exhibit on the first day of every month, 
or at such other time as may be prescribed, a statement of the total 
quantities of any such articles in stock ; 

(s) for collecting any information or statistics with a view to regulating 

or prohibiting any of the aforesaid matters ; and 

(h) for any incidental or supplementary matters, including, in particular, 
the grant or issue of licences, permits or other documents and the 
charging of fees therefor.

The Tea Board 

4 . Establishment and constitution of the Tea Board.— ( 7 ) With effect 
from "urli det® as tdie Central Government may, by notification in the 
Official Gazette, specify in this behalf, there shall be established for the 
purposes of this Act a Board to be called the Tea Board.

(</) the Governments of the principal tea growing States; 

(h) such other persons or class of persons, who, in the opinion of the 
Central Government, ought to be represented on the Board. 


(4) The number of persons to be appointed as members from each of 
the categories specified in sub-section (.j), the term of office of, the pro- 
cedure to be followed in the discharge of their functions by, and the 
maimer of filling vacancies among, the members of the Board sliall be such 
as may he prescribed. 


(o) Any officer of the Central Government when deputed by that Gov- 
ernment in this behalf shall have the right to attend meetings of the Board 
and take part in the proceedings thereof but shall not be entitled to vote.

^c) assisting in the control of insects and other pests and 1 1 i<(*;ises 
affecting tea ; 

(/) regulating the sale and export of tea ; 

(g) training in tea tasting and fixing gi>ade standards of tea ; 
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(h) increasing the consumption in India and elsewhere of tea and 
carrying on propaganda for that purpose; 

(j) registering and licensing of manufacturers, brokers, tea waste 
dealers and persons engaged in the business of blendiug tea; 

(j) improving the marketing of tea in India and elsewhere; 

(l) collecting statistics from growers, manufacturers, dealers and such 

other persons as may oa prescribed on any matter relating to 
the tea industry; tne publication of statistics so collected or 
portions thereof or extracts therefrom ; 

(l) securing better working conditions and the provisions and improve- 
ment of amenities and incentives fur workers ; 

(m) such other matters as may be prescribed. 

(J) The Board shall perform its functions under this section in accord- 
ance with and subject to such rules as may be made by the Central Govern- 
ment. 


11. Dissolution Of tho Board. — (1) The Central Government may, by 
notification in the Official Gazette, direct that the Board shall be dissolved 
from "Uch date and for such period as may be specified in the notification.

Tlu' following Act of. the Parliament of India received the assent of the 
President on the 6th October 1953 and is hereby published for general 
inhumation : — 

ACT No. XXXIV OF 1953. 

THE ESTATE DUTY ACT, 1953. 

[6th October, 1663. ] 

An Act to provide for the levy and collection of an estate duty. 

Uk it enacted by Parliament as follows: — 

PART 1. — Pkeliminaih . 

1, Short title, extent and commencement.— (1 > This Act may be called 
tbe Estate Duty Act, 1953. 

(2) it extends to the whole ol India except the State of Jammu and 
Ka-hinir. 

(3 > It shall come into force on such date as the Central Government 
in, a . by notification in the Official Gazette, appoint. 

2. Definitions. — In this Act, unless the context otherwise requires, — 

(1) “affidavit of valuation” means the affidavit of valuation made 
under section 19-1 of the Court -fees Act, 1870 (Y1J of 1870), in 
connection with an application lor the grant of representation; 

»2) “Board” means the -Central Board of Revenue constituted under 
the Central Board of Revenue Act, 1924 (TV of 1924); 

(-3) “company” includes anybody corporate wheresoever incorporated; 

(4) “controlled company” means a company as defined in section 17; 

(5) “Controller” means a person appointed to be a Controller of 

Estate Duty tinder section 4 and includes a person appointed to 
be a Deputy Controller of Estate Duty or an Assistant, Controller 
of Estate Duty; 

(ti) deceased person” and “the deceased” mean a person dying after 
tbe commencement of this Act; 
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(7) “estate duty” means estate duty under this Act; \ 

(8) “executor” means the executor or administrator of a deceits 

person ; 

(9) “general power” includes every power or authority enabling t 

donee or other holder thereof to appoint or dispose of property 
he thinks fit, whether exercisable by instrument tnter vivo » 0r 
will or both, but exclusive of any power exercisable in a fidm u 
capacity under a disposition not made by himself or exen is a ( 
as mortgagee; 

(10) “incumbrances” includes mortgages and terminable charges; 

(11) “interest in expectancy” includes an estate in remainder 

reversion and every other future interest whether vested or n> 
tingent, but does not include reversions expectant upon tj 
determination of leases; 

(12) “legal representative” means a person who in law represents t| 

estate of a deceased person, and includes — 


(i) an executor, 

(ii) as regards any obligation under this Act, any person who tak 

possession ox, or intermeddles with, the estate of a deceasi 
person or any part thereof, and 

(iii) where the deceased was a coparcener of a Hindu family, tl 
manager for the time being of the family; 

(13) “power to appoint property” means power to determine the disp 

■sition of property of which the person invested w’ith t lie* power 
not the owner; 

(14) “prescribed” means prescribed bv rules made under this Act; 

(15) “property” includes any interest in property, movable , 

immovable, the proceeds of sale thereof and any money or iuve>.

any method ; 

Explanation 1. — The creation by a person or with his consent of u del 
or other right enforceable against him personally or against pr<

tion ; 

(19) “settled property” means property which stands limited to, or in 

trust for, any persons, natural or juridical, by way of succession, 
w'hether the settlement took effect before or after the commence- 
ment of this Act; and “settlement” means any disposition, includ- 
ing a dedication or endowment, whereby property is settled ; 

(20) “Valuer” means a Valuer appointed under section 4. 

3. Interpretation. — (1) For the purposes of this Act, — 

(a) a person shall be deemed competent to dispose of property if be has 

such an estate or interest therein or such general power as would, 

if he were sui juris , enable him to dispose of the property; 

(b) a disposition taking effect out of the interest of the deceased shall 

be deemed to have been made by him, whether the concurrence 
of any other person was or was not required; 

(c) money which a person has a general power to charge on the property 

of another person shall be deemed to be an interest in that pro- 
perty of which the former has power to dispose; 

(d) the domicile of a person shall be determined as if the provisions 

of the Indian Succession Act, 1925 (XXXIX of 1925), on the 
subject applied to him. 

(2) In Parts II and III of this Act, any reference to any interest dis- 
posed of, policy of insurance effected, annuity or other interest purchased 
or provided or to any gift, settlement, disposition or transfer of property 
made, shall be construed as including any such interest, policy, annuity, 
gift, settlement, disposition or transfer, as the case may be, whether it was 
disposed of, effected, purchased or provided, or made before or after the 
coimnencement of this Act. 

4. Estate duty authorities. — (1) There shall be the following authori- 
ties for the purposes of this Act, namely: — 

(a) the Board, 

(L) Controllers of Estate Duty, 

i<‘) Valuers. 

(2) The Central Government may appoint as many Controllers of Estate 
Duty as it thinks fit and they shall, subject to the control of the Board, 
perform their functions in respect of such estates or classes of estates and 
such areas as are assigned to them by the Board : 

Provided that, subject to such rules us may be made by the Board in 
this behalf, every Controller, within the local limits of whose jurisdiction 
any part of the estate of the deceased is situated, may exercise in relation 
to the whole estate or any part thereof any of the powers conferred on the 
Controller by this Act : 

Prmided further that the Board may, by general or special order, direct 
that any Controller specified by it in this behalf may exercise all or any of 
the powers conferred on the Controller by this Act to the exclusion of any 
other Controller.

PART II. — Imposition of Estate Duty. 

Extent of charge. 

5. Levy Of estate duty. — (1) In the case of every person dying after 
the commencement of this Act, there •shall, save as hereinafter expressly 
provided, be levied and paid upon the principal value ascertained a’.s 
hereinafter provided of all properly, settled or not settled, including 
agricultural land situate in the States specified in the First Schedule to 
this Act, which passes on the death of such person, a duty called “estate 
duty” at the rates fixed in accordance with section 35. 

('1) The Central Government may, by notification in the Official Gazette, 
add the names of any other States to the First Schedule in respect whereat

7. Interests ceasing on death.— (1) Subject to flu* provisions of tlm 
section, property in which the deceased or any other person had an interest 
ceasing on the death of the deceased shall he deemed to pass on t he 
deceased’s death to the extent to which a benefit accrues or arises In t in* 
cesser ol such interest, including, in particular, a coparcenary intern a m 
the joint family property of a Hindu family governed by tbe Mitaksinu, 
Marumakkattayam or Aliyasantana law. 

(2) If a member of a Hindu coparcenary governed by tbe Mitaksliam 
school of law dies, then the provisions of suh-section (1) shall apply with

HE EMPLOYEES’ PROVIDENT FUNDS (AMENDMENT) ORDINANCE, 

1953. 

An Ordinance to amend the Employees’ Provident Funds Act, 1952. 

Whereas a Bill to amend the Employees' Provident Funds Act has been 
troduced in Parliament but has not yet been passed; 

And whereas Parliament is not in session and the President is satisfied that 
rcunistances exist which render it necessary for him to take immediate action 
give effect to some of the amendments proposed in the said Bill; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (1) of 
tide 1 23 of the Constitution, the President is pleased to promulgate the follow- 
g Ordinance : — 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) This Ordinance may be called the 
inplovces’ Provident Funds (Amendment) Ordinance, 1953. 

(3) It shall come into force at once. 

2. Amendment of section 2, Act XIX of 1952. — In section 2 of the 
mployees’ Provident Funds Act, 1952 (hereinafter referred to as the principal 
ct), after clause (/), the following clause shall be inserted, namely : — 

"(id) ‘manufacture’ means making, altering, ornamenting, finishing or other- 
wise treating or adapting any article or substance with a view to its 
use, sale, transport, delivery or disposal;”. 

3. Amendment of section 5, Act XIX of 1952. — Section 5 of the principal 
ct shall be renumbered as sub-section (1) thereof and after sub-section (/) as so 
numbered, the following sub-section shall be inserted, namely : — 

"(2) A Scheme framed under sub-section (/) may provide that any of its 
provisions shall take effect cither prospectively or retrospectively 
with effect from such date as may be specified in this behalf in the 
Scheme.” 

4. Amendment of section 13, Act XIX of 1952. — In sub-section (?) of 
ction 13 of the principal Act, —

«17 Power to exempt . — (/) The appropriate Government may, by noti- 
fication in the Official Gazette and subject to such conditions as 
may be specified in the notification, exempt from the operation of 
all or any of the provisions of any scheme — 

(a) any factory to which this Act applies if, in the opinion of the 

appropriate Government, the rules of its provident fund with res 
pect to the rates of contribution are not less favourable than those 
specified in section 6 and the employees are also in enjoyment of 
other provident fund benefits which on the whole are not less 
favourable to the employees than the benefits provided under this 
Act or any Scheme in relation to the employees in any other 
factory of a similar character; or 

(b) any factory if the employees of such factory are in enjoyment of 

benefits in the nature of provident fund, pension or gratuity and 
the appropriate Government is of opinion that such benefits, 
separately or jointly, arc on the whole not less favourable to such 
employees than the benefits provided under this Act or an\ 
Scheme in relation to employees in any other factory of a similar 
character. 

Explanation. — The following conditions shall be deemed to be alwav 
included in the conditions which may be specified in a notification 
under clause (a), namely : — 

(/) the amount of accumulations in the provident fund shall be invested 
in such manner as the Central Government may direct; 

(ii) the amount of accumulations to the credit of an employee in the 
provident fund shall, where he leaves his employment and 
obtains re-employment in another factory to which this Act 
applies, be transferred, within such time as may be specified 
in this behalf by the Central Government, to the credit of his 
account in the provident fund of the factory in which he is re- 
employed or, as the case may be, in the Fund established under 
the Scheme applicable to the factory. 

(2) Any Scheme may make provision for exemption of any person or class 
of persons employed in any factory to which the Scheme applies 
from the operation of all or any of the provisions of this Scheme, 
if such person or class of persons is entitled to benefits in the nature 
of provident fund, gratuity or old age pension and such benefits, 
separately or jointly, arc on the whole not less favourable than the 
benefits provided under this Act or the Scheme : 

Provided that no such exemption shall be granted in respect of a class ol 
persons unless the appropriate Government is of opinion that in* 
majority of persons constituting such class desire to continue to w 
entitled to such benefits. 
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(.?) Where any person or class of persons employed in a factory is exempted 
from the operation of all or any of the provisions of any Scheme 
under sub-section (2), the employer in relation to such a factory — 

(a) shall, in relation to the provident fund, old age pension and gi atuity 

to which such person or class of persons is entitled, maintain such 
accounts, submit such returns, make such investments, provide 
for such facilities for inspection and pay such inspection chaiges, 
as the Central Government may direct; and 

(b) shall not, at any time after the exemption, without the leave of the 

Central Government, reduce the total quantum of benefits in the 
nature of old age pension, gratuity or provident fund to which 
such person or class of persons was entitled at the time of the 
exemption.” 

7. Insertion of new section 19A in Act XIX of 1952. — Alter section 19 of 
principal Act, the following section shall be inserted, namely : — 

“l‘)A. Power to remove difficulties. — If any difficulty arises in giving 
effect to the provisions of this Act, and in particular, if any doubt 
arises as to —

(//'/') whether three years have elapsed from the establishment of a factory;

'I II K INDUSTRIAL DISPUTES (AMENDMENT) ORDINANCE, 1953. 

An Ordinance further lo amend the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947. 

\Vhehv.\s Parliament is not. in session and the President is satisfied that 
(irnniistanccs exist which render it necessary for him to take immediate 
action ; 

Now, thebkfouk, in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (1) of 
"Hide 123 of the Constitution, the President is pleased to promulgate the 
allowing Ordinance: — 

1. Short title and commencement.— (7) This Ordinance may lie called 
Industrial Disputes (Amendment) Ordinance, 1953.

2. Act XIV Of 1947 to bo temporarily amended.— The Industrial Dis- 
Hiter, Art, 1947 (hereinafter referred to as tho principal Act) shall, during

THE SEA CUSTOMS (AMENDMENT) ACT, 1953. 

[Jth December, 1953.]. 

An Act further to amend the Sea Customs Act, 1878. 

Be it enacted by Parliament as follows: — 

1. Short title. — This Act may be called the Sea Customs (Amendment) 

let. 1953. 

2. Insertion of new section 43B in Act VIII of 1878. — After section 43A 

the Sea Customs Act, 1878 (hereinafter referred to as the principal Act), 

ie following section shall be inserted, namely: — 

“43B. Drawback on imported materials used in the manufacture of 
goods which are exported. — ( 1 ) Where it appears to the Central 
Government that, in the case of goods of any class or description 
manufactured in, and exported from, India or shipped as provi- 
sions or stores for use on board a ship proceeding to a foreign 
port, a drawback should be allowed of duties of customs chargeable 
under this Act in respect of any material of a class or description 
used in the manufacture of such goods, the Central Government 
may, by notification in the Official Gazette, direct that a drawback 
shall be allowed in respect of such goods in accordance with, and 
subject to, the provisions of this section and any rules made there- 
under. 

(2) A drawback under this section shall be allowed only in respect of such 
quantity and material as is shown to the satisfaction of the Customs* 
collector to be duty-paid. 
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(5) The Central Government may, subject to the condition of previo 
publication, make rules for the purpose of carrying out the proi 
sions of this section and, in particular, such rules may 

(a) specify the class or description of manufactured goods in the ca 

of which, and the class or description of material in respect 
which, drawback is to be paid; 

( b ) provide for drawback to be paid in respect of such quantity 

material of that class or description as is actually contained 
the goods or is specilied in the rules as being the average quant 
of such material used in the manufacture of goods of that cl; 
or description either by manufacturers generally or by any pai 
cular manufacturer; 

(c) specify the rate of drawback to be payable with' reference to t 

weight, quantity or any other basis as the Central Governnn 
may deem fit; 

(d) provide for the admissibility of drawback for any specific peri 

or without any limit of period; 

(<?) provide for requiring the manufacturer of goods in the case 
which drawback is to be paid to produce, to the Customs-colleeti 
evidence relating to the proportion in which the matcnal 
respect of which drawback is claimed is contained in such goc 
and the payment of duty on such material; 

(A provide for requiring persons who have been concerned at any sie 
with goods in the case of which drawback is claimed under t 
section to furnish such information as may, in the opinion of i 
Customs-collector, be necessary to enable him to deternv 
whether duty has been paid on the material contained in f 
goods in respect of which a claim is made and for requiring si 
persons to produce any books of account or other document- 
whatever nature relating to that material; 

(#) provide for the production of such certificates, documents and oil 
evidence in support of each claim of drawback as nun 
necessary; 

(h) provide for requiring the manufacturer to give access to even r 
of his manufactory to any officer of the Central Govcrnm 
specially authorised in this behalf by the Chief Custom*. Olfi 
or the Chief Customs Authority to enable such authorised (m 
to inspect the processes of manufacture and to verify by act 
check or otherwise the statements made in support of the d 
for drawback. 

Explanation . — In this section the . expression “manufacture' (with 
grammatical variations and cognate expressions) includes 
processes of blending any goods or making of other altcrati 
therein. 

( 4 ) All notifications issued and rules made under this section shall be 
as soon as may be on the Table of both the Houses of Parliamc 
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3. Insertion of new section 100A in Act VIYI of 1878. — After section 100 
of the principal Act, the following section shall be inserted, namely: — 

“100A. Manufacture of goods in bonded warehouses . — (7) With the 
sanction of the Customs-collcctor, and after such notice given and 
under such rules as the Chief Customs Authority from time to time 
prescribes, any owner of goods may, after warehousing the same — 

(a) carry on any manufacturing process in the warehouse in relation to 

such goods; 

( b ) blend the goods or make any other alteration therein for any purpose 

whatsoever. 

(2) Without prejudice to the generality of the power conferred by sub- 

section (7), the rules which the Chief Customs Authority may 
prescribe under that sub-section may provide for all or any of the 
following matters, namely: — 

(a) the conditions relating to the storage of duty-paid and other goods 

in the warehouse for the purpose of carrying on therein any 
operations permissible under sub-section (/); 

( b ) the supervision by officers of customs over such operations and the 

payment of fees for such supervision; 

(c) the security to be furnished for the due observance of any rules 
and conditions prescribed under this section. 

(3) After any operations permissible under this section have been carried 

out in the warehouse and the warehoused ^pods repacked in proper 
or approved packages, the Customs-collector may, at the request of 
the owner of such goods, cause or permit any refuse, damaged or 
surplus goods remaining after the completion of such operations or 
repacking (or, at the like request, any goods which may not be 
worth the duty) to be destroyed, and may remit the duty payable 
thereon. 

( 4 ) The Central Government may, by notification in the Official Gazette, 

exempt any goods manufactured, blended or otherwise altered in 
a warehouse, when cleared for home consumption from the whole 
or any part of the duties leviable thereon.”. 

4. Amendment of Schedule to section 167, Act VIII of 1878. — In the 

Schedule to section 167 of .the principal Act, — 

(a) in item 1, in the entry in the first column, the words ‘for the contra- 

vention of which no specific penalty is prescribed' shall be inserted 
at the end; 

(b) after item 10, the following item shall be inserted, namely: —

nile* made thereunder. 

43B t any person concerned in any .such 
offence shall be liable to a ponalty 
not exceeding twice the amount.

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(c) in item 47 — 

(/) in the entry in the first column, for the words and figures ‘in section 
100’ the words, figures and letters ‘in section 100 or section 
100A or in any rules made under section 100A’ shall be substi- 
tuted; 

(ii) in the entry in the second column, for the figures ‘98 and 100’ the 
figures, word and letter ‘98, 100 & 100A’ shall be substituted. 

5. Repeal of Ordinance 3 of 1953. — (/) The Sea Customs (Amendment) 
Ordinance, 1953 (3 of 1953) is hereby repealed. 

(2) Notwithstanding such repeal, anything done or any action taken in the 
exercise of any power conferred by or under the said Ordinance shall be 
deemed to have been done or taken in the exercise of the power conferred by 
or under this Act, as if this Act were in force on the day on which such thing 
was done or action was taken.

THE REHABILITATION FINANCE ADMINISTRATION (AMENDMENT! 

ACT, 1953. 

^Oth December , 1953.] 

An Act further to amend the Rehabilitation Finance Administration Act , 1948. 

Be it enacted by Parliament as follows : — 

1. Short title.— This Act may be called the Rehabilitation Finance 
Administration (Amendment) Act, 1953. 

2. Amendment of section 11, Act XII of 1948.— For sub-section (1) of 
section 11 of the Rehabilitation Finance Administration Act, 1948 (hereinafter 
referred to as the principal Act), the following sub-section shall be substituted 
namely ; — 

“(/) The Central Government may from time to time advance money to 
the Administration for its business, the aggregate amount of which, 

(a) for the purpose of enabling the Administration to advance loans, shall 
not, save as hereinafter provided, exceed twelve crores and fifty 
lakhs of rupees ; and 

(5) for the purpose of enabling the Administration to meet any liability 
which it may incur in guaranteeing losses in respect of loans 
advanced by scheduled banks, shall not exceed two crores of 
rupees : 

Provided that if, after the lapse of such period from the commencement of 
this Act as the Central Government may think fit to fix in this 
behalf, any sum of money earmarked for the purpose specified in 
clause (b) is found not to have been actually advanced for that 
purpose and is not, in the opinion of the Central Government, 
likely to be required for the said purpose, the Central Govern- 
ment may utilize the money for making advances from time to 
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time to the Administration for the purpose specified in clause («) 
and when any such advance is made, the limit specified in clau^ 

(a) shall be deemed to have been correspondingly increased.” 

3. S ubs titution of new section for section 12 in Act XII of 1948. — For 

section 12 of the principal Act, the following section shall be substituted, 
namely : — 

“12. Business of the Administration. — The Administration may — 

(a) subject to the provisions of section 13, advance loans; 

(b) guarantee, on such terms and conditions may be agreed upon, losses 

which a scheduled bank may suller in respect of any loan advanced 
by it and approved by the Administration : 

Provided that the total amount which may be guaranteed in respect of 
any scheduled bank and the terms and conditions on which such 
guarantee may be given shall be subject to the prior approval of 
the Central Government : 

Provided further that the maximum liability of the Administration under 
such guarantee shall not exceed the amount for the time being 
available under clause (b) of sub-section (7) of section 11; 

(c) do all such acts and things as may be incidental to or consequential 

upon the performance of its function under this Act including the 
running ot the Administration.” 

4. Amendment of section 13, Act XII of 1948.— In sub-section (4) of 
section 13 of the principal Act, for the word “ten” the word “fifteen” shall be 
substituted. 

5. Substitution of new section for section 16 in Act XII of 1948.— For 

section 16 of the principal Act, the following section shall be substituted, 

namely : — 

“16. Accounts and audit. — ( 1 ) The Administration shall maintain proper 
accounts and other relevant records and prepare an annual state- 
ment of accounts including the profit and loss account and the 
balance sheet in such form as may be prescribed by the Central 
Government in consultation with the Comptroller and Auditor- 
General of India. 

(2) The accounts of the Administration shall be audited annually by the 

Comptroller and Auditor-General of India and any expenditure 
incurred by him in connection with such audit shall be payable by 
the Administration to the Comptroller and Auditor-General of India. 

(3) The Comptroller and Auditor-General of India and any person appoint- 

ed by him in connection with the aydit of the accounts of the 
Administration shall have the same rights, privileges and authority 
in connection with such audit as the Comptroller and Auditor- 
General of India has in connection with the audit of Government 
accounts and, in particular, shall have the right to demand the pro- 
duction of books, accounts, connected vouchers and other documents 
and papers and to inspect any of the offices of the Administration. 

(4) The accounts of the Administration as certified by the Comptroller 

and Auditor-General of India or any other person appointed by him 
in this behalf together with the audit report thereon shall be forward- 
ed annually to the Central Government and that Government shall 
cause the same to be laid before both Houses of Parliament.” 

6. Repeal of Ordinance 2 of 195$.— (7) The Rehabilitation Finance 
Administration (Amendment) Ordinance, 1953 (2 of 1953) is hereby repealed 
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' (2) Notwithstanding such repeal, anything done or any action taken in the 
-xercisc of any power conferred oy or under the said Ordinance shall be deemed 
o have been done or taken in the exercise of the powers conferred by or under 
jus Act, as if this Act were in force on the day on which such thing was done or 
iction was taken.

THE EMPLOYEES’ PROVIDENT FUNDS (AMENDMENT) ACT, 1953. 

[12th December, 1953.] 

An Act to amend the Employees' Provident Funds Act, 1952. 

Be it enacted by Parliament as follows : — 

1. Short title. — This Act may be called the Employees’ Provident Funds 
(Amendment) Act, 1953. 

2. Amendment of section 1, Act XIX of 1952. — In section 1 of the 
Employees’ Provident Funds Act, 1952 (hercinfater referred to as the principal 
Act), after sub-section (3), the following sub-section shall be inserted, namely : — 

“(4) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-section (3) of this section 
or sub-section ( 1 ) of section 16, where it appears to the Central 
Government, whether on an application made to it in this behalf or 
otherwise, that the employer and the majority of employees in rela- 
tion to any factory have agreed that the provisions of this Act should 
be made applicable to the factory, it may, by notification in the 
in the Official Gazette, apply the provisions of this Act to that 
factory.” 

3. Amendment of section 2, Act XIX of 1952. — In section 2 of the 
principal Act, —

THE DHOTIES (ADDITIONAL EXCISE DUTY) ACT, 1953. 

[16th December, 1953. ] 

n Act to provide for the levy and collection of an additional excise duty on 
dhoties issued out of mills in excess of the quota fixed for the purpose. 

Be it enacted by Parliament as follows: — 

1. Short title, extent and commencement. — (7) This Act may be called the 
ihoties (Additional Excise Duty) Act, 1953. 

(2) It extends to the whole of India except the State of Jammu and 
ashmir. 

(.?) It shall be deemed to have come into force on the 26th day of October, 

953. 

2. Definitions. — In this Act, — 

(a) “dhoti” means any type of grey or bleached cloth of plain weave 

which — 

(/) is manufactured by a mill either wholly from cotton or partly from 
any other material; 

(//') contains coloured yam on its borders; 

(Hi) has a width ranging between twenty-eight inches and fifty-four inches; 

and 1 

(/v) is commonly known by that name; 

( b ) “mill” means any building or place in which cotton yam is spun and 

dhoties are manufactured by machinery moved otherwise than by 
manual labour, and includes every part of such building or place; 

(r) “permissible quota” means the quota referred to in section 3; 
ut) “quarter” means the period of three months ending on the last day of 
March, June, September and December. 

Permissible quota. — (7) The permissible quota of dhoties which may be 
issued out of any mill during any quarter, whether the dhoties were manufactur 
cd during that quarter or at any time previous thereto, shall be one-fourth of 
sixty per cent, of the total quantity of dhoties packed by that mill during the 
relevant period. 

Explanation I . — For the purposes of sub-section (7), the Central Govern- 
ment shall, by notification in* the Official Gazette, fix for all mills any period of 
twelve months which has expired before the commencement of this Act as the 
relevant period, and where any such period has been so fixed, the total quantity 
of dhoties packed by any mill during that period shall be determined with 
ference to the returns furnished in that behalf by the mill to the Textile Com- 
lissioncr to the Government of India under the Cotton Textiles (Control) 
•rdcr. 194X: 

Provided that where in the case of any mill, the relevant period so fixed is 
»t applicable by reason of the fact that the mill came into existence or com- 
aenccd working only during or after the expiry of the relevant period, the 
entral Government may, by a like notification, fix the permissible quota in 
espect thereof to be such quantity as, in its opinion, is reasonable, having 
®gard to the machinery and other equipment installed therein and to the other 
arcumstanccs of the case. 
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Explanation 11 . — The permissible quota for the quarter of the year 19; 
remaining unexpircd at the commencement of this Act shall bear the sar 
proportion to one-fourth of the said sixty per cent, or, as the case may be, 
the permissible quota fixed under the proviso to Explanation 1 as the toi 
number of days remaining unexpired bears to the total number of days in t] 
quarter. 

(2) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-section (2), if, in the ca 
of any mill or class of mills, the Central Government is of opinion that due 
economic reasons connected with the nature of the machinery or other cqui 
ment installed therein a higher percentage than that specified in sub-section ( j 
should be fixed in respect thereof, it may, by notification in the Official Gazett 
fix the permissible quota for a quarter for the mill or class of mills as on 
fourth of such higher percentage as it may think fit, and where any SU( 
notification has been issued, the quota so fixed shall be deemed to be the pe 
missiblc quota for the mill or class of mills within the meaning of this Act 

4. Levy of additional duty of excise on dhoties. — (2) Where the quantity < 
dhotics issued out of any mill on or after the 26th day of October, 1953, exccec 
in any quarter the permissible quota for that quarter, there shall be levied an 
collected on that quantity of dhoties so issued which is in excess of the pei 
missible quota a duty of excise at the rate or rates which may be applicabJ 
thereto as specified in the Schedule. 

(2) The duty of excise referred to in sub-section (2) shall be in additio 
to the duty of excise chargeable on cloth under the Central Excises and Sa 
Act, 1944 (I of 1944), ana the Khadi and ether Handloom Industries Develop 
ment (Additional Excise Duty on Cloth) Act, 1953 (12 of 1953), and shal 
be levied and collected in the same manner as the duty of excise on cloth i 
levied and collected under the Central Excises and Salt Act, 1944, and thi 
provisions of that Act and the rules thereunder, as far as may be aonlic ihlf i, 
this behalf, shall apply accordingly. 

5. Power to make rules. — The Central Government may, by notification in 
the Official Gazette, make rules for carrying out the purposes of this Act, includ- 
ing, in particular, the submission of returns or other information rclatino to the 
manufacture or issue of dhotics by mills to such authority as may be specified 
in this behalf. 

6. Repeal of Ordinance 6 of 1953 — The Dhotics (Additional Excise Dutv) 

Ordinance, 1953 (6 of 1953), is hereby repealed. y

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REA80N8. 

M any civilised Governments have considered it their duty to preveu 
cruelty to animals and to enact regulations in relation to their hum ' 1 
treatment during life and to humane methods of slaughter. Although 
Tndia certain laws have been passed dealing with the subject of eruefy 
animals, they are neither comprehensive nor in consonance with tbe cssen 
doctrine of Ahimxa or non-injury which has characterised the thought 
usage of this country from the time of Buddha and Ashoka down to the d 
of Mahatma Gandhi. The Bill seeks to make provision accordingly.

o prostitution in India, and to provide for efficient enforcement thereof;

1. Short title, extent and commencement. — (7) This Act may be called the 
Indian Suppression of Immoral Traffic and Brothels Act, 1953. 

(2) It extends to the whole of India.

The rest of the Act, in full or in part, shall come into force in any 
ite on such date as the Government of India may declare by notification in

Cities of Madras, Bombay and Calcutta; 

(c) “Magistrate” means a salaried Presidency Magistrate or Magistrate of 

the first class, inclusive of the Commissioner of Police; 

id) “orphanage” means and includes an institution conducted for the 
welfare of needy children of either sex; 

( e ) “prescribed” means prescribed by rules made under section 11;

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

The institution of brothels has existed in many countries along with out 
from time immemorial but it has degenerated to its unthinkably cruel and hideou 
proportions mainly during the present century. Advanced countries all ovc 
the world and certain States in our own country also have taken measure), t 
stop and check this social evil; but the law in some of the States has bee) 
defective to the point of being ineffective. In some States no legislative actioj 
at all has been taken in this sphere so far. It, therefore, seems that the tint 
has come when legislation on all-India basis should be undertaken urgently i 
check this evil and to stop the immoral traffic in women and children rcsM ,,a « 
on the unchecked existence of brothels. ' The Bill seeks to make pro 1 
accordingly.

A Bill further to amend the Factories Act, 1948. 

Be it enacted by Parliament as follows : — 

1. Short title. — This Act may be called the Factories (Amendment) Act, 

1953 .

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(2) The State Government may make rules in respect of any lifting machine 
or any chain, rope or lifting tackle used in factories — 

(a) prescribing further requirements to be complied with in addition to 
those set out in this section; 

(i b ) providing for exemption from compliance with all or any of the 
requirements of this section, wnere in its opinion, such com- 
pliance is unnecessary or impracticable. 

(i) For the purposes of this section a lifting machine or a chain, rope or 
lifting tackle shall be deemed to have been thoroughly examined 
if a visual examination supplemented, if necessary, by other means 
and by the dismantling of parts of the gear, has been carried out 
as carefully as the conditions permit in order to arrive at a reliable 
conclusion as to the safety of the parts examined. 

Explanation . — In this section — 

(a) ‘lifting machine’ means a crane, crab, winch, teagle, pulley block, gin 

wheel, transporter or runway; 

(b) ‘lifting tackle’ means chain slings, rope slings, rings, hooks, shackles 

and swivels.”. 

9. Amendment of section 45, Act LXIII of 1948. — In section 45 of the

less than half a day shall be omitted. 
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(5) If a worker does not in any one calendar year take the whole of the 

leave allowed to him under subjection (7) or sub-section (2), as 
the case may be, any leave not taken by him shall be added to the 
leave to be allowed to him in the succeeding calendar year : 

Provided that the total number of days of leave that may be carried forward 
to a succeeding year shall not exceed thirty in the case of an adult 
or forty in the case of a child : 

Provided further that a worker, who has applied for leave with wages but 
has not been given such leave in accordance with any scheme laid 
down in sub-sections (5) and (9) shall be entitled to carry forward 
the unavailed leave without any limit. 

(6) A worker may at any time apply in writing to the manager of a factory 

not less tnan fifteen days before the date on which he wishes his 
leave to begin, to take all the leave or any portion thereof allowable 
to him during the calendar year : 

Provided that the application shall be made not less than thirty days before 
the date on which the worker wishes his leave to begin, if he is 
employed in a public utility service as defined in clause ( n ) of section 
2 of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 (XIV of 1947) : 

Provided further that the number of times in which leave may be taken 
during any year shall not exceed three. 

(7) If a worker wants to avail himself of the leave with wages due to him 

to cover a period of illness, he shall be granted j)uch leave even if the 
application for leave is not made within the time specified in sub- 
section (6); and in such a case wages as admissible under section 81 
shall be paid not later than fifteen days, or in the case of a public 
utility service not later than thirty days from the date of the applica- 
tion for leave. 

(8) For the purpose of ensuring the continuity of work, the occupier or 

manager of the factory, in agreement with the Works Committee 

of the factory constituted under section 3 of the Industrial Disputes 

Act, 1947 (XIV of 1947), or a similar Committee constituted under 

any other Act or if there is no such Works Committee or a similar 

Committee in the factory, in agreement with the representatives of 

the workers therein chosen in the prescribed manner, may lodge 

with the Chief Inspector a scheme in writing whereby the grant of 

leave allowable under this section may be regulated. 

•» 

(9) A scheme lodged under sub-section (#) shall be displayed at some 

conspicuous and convenient places in the factory and shall be in 
force for a period of twelve months from the date on which it comes 
into force, and may thereafter be renewed with or without modi- 
fication for a further period of twelve months at a time, by the mana- 
ger in agreement with the Works Committee or a similar Committee, 
or as the case may be, in agreement with the representatives of the 
workers as specified in sub-section ( 8 ), and a notice of renewal shall 
be sent to the Chief Inspector before it is renewed. 

{10) An application for leave which does not contravene the provisions of 
sub-section (6) shall not tje refused, unless refusal is in accordance 
with the scheme for the time being in operation under sub-sections 
( 8 ) and (9). 
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(11) If the employment of a worker who is entitled to leave under sub. 

section (/) or sub-section (2), as the case may be, is terminated by 
the occupier before he has taken the entire leave to which he i$ 
entitled, or if having applied for and having not been granted such 
leave, the worker quits his employment before he has taken the 
leave, the occupier of the factory shall pay him the amount payable 
under section 80 in respect of the leave not taken, and such payment 
shall be made, where the employment of the worker is terminated 
by the occupier, before the expiry of the second working day after 
such termination, and where a worker who quits his employment, 
on or before the next pay day. 

(12) The unavailed leave of a worker shall not be taken into consideration in 

computing the period of any notice required to be given before 
discharge or dismissal. 

80. Wages during leave period. — ( 1 ) For the leave allowed to him 
under section 79, a worker shall be paid at a rate equal to the daily 
average of his total full time earnings for the days on which he 
worked during the month immediately preceding his leave, exclusive 
of any overtime and bonus but inclusive of dearness allowance and 
the cash equivalent of the advantage accruing through the conces- 
sional sale to the worker of foodgrains and other articles. 

(2) The cash equivalent of the advantage accruing through the concessional 

sale to the worker of foodgrains and other articles shall be computed 
as often as may be prescribed, on the basis of the maximum quantity 
of foodgrains and other articles admissible to a standard family. 

Explanation 1 . — “Standard family” means a family consisting of a worker, 
his or her spouse and two children below the age of fourteen years 
requiring in all three adult consumption units. 

Explanation 2 . — “Adult consumption unit” means the consumption unit 
of a male above the age of fourteen years; and the consumption unit 
of a female above the age of fourteen years and that of a child below 
the age of fourteen years shall be calculated at the rates of -8 and 6 
respectively of one adult consumption unit. 

(3) The State Government may make rules prescribing — 

(a) the manner in which the cash equivalent of the advantage accruing 

through the concessional sale to a worker of foodgrains and other 
articles shall be computed; and 

(b) the registers that shall be maintained in a factory for the purpose of 

securing compliance with the provisions of this section. 

81. Payment in advance in certain cases. — A worker who has been 

allowed leave for not less than four days, in the case of an adult, 
and five days, in the case of a child, shall, before his leave begins, 
be paid the wages due for thd period of the leave allowed. 

82. Mode of recovery of unpaid wages. — Any sum required to be paid by 

an employer, under this Chapter but not paid by him shall be 
recoverable as delayed wages under the provisions of the Payment ol 
Wages Act, 1936 (IV of 1936). 

83. Power to make rules. — The State Government may make rules direct 

ing managers of factories to keep registers containing such particulars 
as may be prescribed and requiring the registers to be made available 
for examination by Inspectors. 
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g 4 . Power to exempt factories . — Where the State Government is satisfied 
that tiie leave rules applicable to workers in a factory provide benefits 
which in its opinion are not less favourable than those for which 
this Chapter makes provision it may, by written order, exempt the 
factory from all or any of the provisions of this Chapter subject to 
such conditions as may be specified in the order.”.

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

The Government of India have ratified the I.L.O. Conventions Nos^ 89 a 
90 prohibiting employment of women and young Persons during night in fac on 
It is therefore, necessary to amend sections 66, 70 and 71 of the Factories A 
1948, to give effect to the provisions of the Conventions. 

2 The provisions in the Act relating to annual leave with wages have bf 
famine considerable difficulty particularly in determining the 12 months C< 
tinuous Service” for eligibility to leave with wages. It has, therefore, been 
necessarylo simplify the provisions so as to remove any cause for difference 
opinion between employers and workers. 

A This opportunity is also taken to incorporate in the Act certain otl 
amendments which would remove some practical diffculties experienced in 

, ■ c .u . Art durine the last four and a half years. The reasons 
amendments are, wherever necessary, given in the Notes on Clauses attached

) overlapping shifts. It has been tound not possible to prescribe by rules the 
m ol factories or the conditions under which the exemption can be granted 
) these factories as the grant of exemption has to be considered on the 
ircumstances of each case. A re-draft of the section has, therefore, become 
ecessary. 

Clause 13. The calculation of “cash equivalent of the advantage acciuing 
trough the concessional sale to workers of foodgrains and other articies’’ foi the 
urpose of computing the ordinary rate of wages of individual workers lor pay- 
tent of wages for overtime is creating difficulties. Calculation to be made in 
ach individual case depends on the size of the family, the actual rations bought 
s distinct from the maximum quantities the worker is entitled to buy and the 
dual difference. This involves considerable volume of clerical and eom- 
utational work and the only practical way of avoiding this is to lay down in the 
:ction itself that the cash equivalent will be computed on the basis of the 
ijxitnuni ration admissible tp a standard family of a specific number consump- 
an units. This clause is intended for this purpose. 

Clause 15 . — This amendment will liberalise the working of overtime. The 
“ended section will also enable continuous employment of workers in case 
>me ot the subsequent shift workers do not turn up in time. 

Clauses 17, 18 and 19 . — The amendments of sections 66, 70 and 71 arc 
,r ,llc purpose of bringing the provisions in conformity with the I.L.O. Con- 
ations Nos. 89 and 90 prohibiting employment of women and children during 
gnt in factories. 

Clause 20 . — Chapter VIII relating to leave with wages is revised in order 

simplify the existing provisions. According to the existing law, a worker 
MO put in 12 months’ “Continuous Service” for eligibility to leave with wages. 

|>e determination of “continuous service” has, however’ been causing consi- 
; fable difficulty as interruptions on account of various causes such as sickness, 
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involuntary unemployment, etc., have to be reckoned with. A period of two 
hundred and forty days has now been fixed as the minimum attendance necessary 
during a calendar year to qualify for leave with wages. This condition of 
qualifying service will not be applicable to workers who are discharged or dis- 
missed by the employer in the course of the year. Proportionate leave will be 
grunted to workers whose service commences after the beginning of the calendar 
year. The annual leave with wages admissible under the Act will be exclusive 
ol holidays occurring during or at either end of the period of leave. The limit 
of the leave that can be carried forward has been raised. No prior notice will 
be necessary when a worker requires leave to cover a period of illness. The 
sums payable by an employer on account of leave with wages will be recoverable 
as if they were wages under the Payment of Wages Act. 

Clause 21 . — Section 93 has been recast to specify more clearly and definitely 
the responsibility for compliance with the various provisions of the Act between 
the owners of the premises and the occupier of the factory.

Bill No. XXII of 1953. 

A llill to amend the Employees’ Provident Finals Act , 1962. 

Bb it enacted by Parliament as follows: — 

1. Short title. — This Act may be called the Employees’ Provident Funds 
Amendment.) Act, 1953. 

2. Amendment of section 1, Act XjX of 1952.— In section 1 of the 
Employees’ Provident Funds Act, 1952 (hereinafter referred to as the 
principal Act), after sub-section (6), the following sub-section shall be 
inserted, namely: — 

“(4) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-section (.i) of this 
section or sub-section ( 1 ) of section 1(1, where it appears to the 
Central 'Government, whether on an application made to it in 
this behalf or otherwise, that the employer and the majority 
of employees in relation to any factory have agreed that the pro- 
visions of this Act should be made applicable to the factory, it 
may, by notification in the Official Gazette, apply the provisions 
of this Act to that factory.”

■STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 

The working of the Employees’ Provident Funds Act has brought oi 
certain defects. 

The principal defect relates to the application of the Act and the Schem 
There are considerable doubts regarding the expressions used in Schedule 
No authority has been prescribed for removing doubts and difficulty 
There is no power for applying the Scheme to a factory not covered by th 
Act even when the employer and the employees ask for such application. 

At present the employees of exempted factories are not entitled to tit 
benefits of nomination, protection against attachment or prior claim on th 
assets of an insolvent employer. It, is not possible to grant exemption t 
any factory from the operation of the Scheme on economic grounds. 

i 

There are also certain administrative difficulties to be set right. Thcr 
is no provision for inspection of exempted factories; nor is there any j>rovi 
sion for the recovery of dues from such factories. An employer enu dela; 
payment of provident fund dues without any additional financial liability 
No punishment has been laid down for contraventions of some of the prori 
aious of the Act. 

This Bill seeks primarily to remedy these defects.

(2) In making any rule under clause (///) of sub-section (7) the So 
Government may provide that a breach thereof shall be punishable with ft 
which may extend to one hundred rupees.

The large scale immoral traffic in women and children that is going on 
our country has been a cause of grave anxiety for some time. Some States li 
Bombay, Madras, West Bengal and U.P. have taken measures for the suppn 
sion of immoral traffic, but it cannot be said that they are effective enough 
eradicate the evil, while a greater number of States have taken no legislati 
action so far. There is, therefore, an urgent need to adopt uniform legislati 
for the entire country to check the further growth of this evil.

Tariff Commission.

4 96 maunds this year compared to 4*75 maunds 
t year. 

Linseed. — 63,900 acres have been estimated to be 
rier linseed this year compared to 44,900 acres 
t year. The total outturn of linseed for the 


State as a whole is estimated at 9,600 tons this 
year compared to 7,600 tons last year. The 
average outturn per acre of the crop for the State 
as a whole is estimated at 409 maunds this year 
compared to 4 64 maunds last year. 

The figures of the two consecutive years are not 
comparable, last year’s estimates being not based 
on sample survey as mentioned in the note above. 

Rape and mustard. — 2,26,200 acres have been 
estimated to be under rape and mustard this year 
compared to 2,17,800 acres last year. The total 
outturn of the crop for the State as a whole is 
estimated at 43,900 tons this year compared to 
38,900 tons last year. The average outturn per 
acre of the crop for the State as a whole is esti- 
mated at 5*28 maunds this year compared to 4 86 
maunds last year.

— The figure** of last year and this year 
in respect of Winter Potato except those of 
Darjeeling district as shown in the forecast are 
based on the results of Sample Survey conducted 
by the State Statistical Bureau. The estimates of 
Darjeeling district for both this year and last 
year shown in the forecast have been estimated 
bv the Directorate of Agriculture, West Bengal. 
The figures of Summer Potato shown in this 
forecast are also based on the reports received from 
the staff of this Directorate.]

year’s final forecast based on the analysis ol 
complete materials of the Sample Survey con- 
ducted by the Bureau. The yield rates of 
last year have been taken from the last year’s 
final forecast based on crop cutting experi- 
ments carried out by the State Statistical 
Bureau, while those of this year are based on 
the eye-estimates of the staff of the Agricul- 
ture Directorate, it being too early for crop 
cutting experiments] . 


Season.— The weather has generally been favour- 
able for the sowing and growth of the crop in the 
district except Darjeeling. It has however been 
reported from some districts that certain areas have 
been damaged by insect-posts, rice-bug and heavy 
rainfall and flood though the weather conditions 
have on the whole been favourable. 

Area and yield. — 1 ,6^9,600 acres have been 
estimated to be under Autumn rice this year as 
against 1,395,300 acres and 1,350,800 acres report- 
ed respectively in the corresponding ami final fore- 
cast of last year. The average yield of cleaned 
rice per acre tor the State as a whole is tentatively 
estimated to be 9-19 mds. this year compared to 
8*97 maunds, the final estimate of last year. The 
increase) in area ami expected yield of Autumn rice 
is mainly due to fall in area of jute ami favourable 
weather conditions.
